8. A record from this system of records may be disclosed, as a routine use. to the public after either publication of 
the application pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 122(b) or issuance of a patent pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 151. Further, a record 
may be disclosed, subject to the limitations of 37 CFR 1.14, as a routine use, to ttie public if tiie record was filed in 
an application which became abandoned or in which tiie proceedings were terminated and which application is 
referenced by eitiier a published application, an application open to public inspections or an issued patent v 



9. A record from this system of records may be disclosed, as a routine use, to a Federal, State, or local law 
enforcement agency, if the USPTO becomes aware of a violation or potential violatk>n of law or regulation.
